No pall pleaſure by our Pꝛotlamation bearing date the eight and twen⸗ 
tieth day of Apꝛill now laſt paſt, that no goods, merchandizeo2commo-= 
dities whatſocuer; of what condition oꝛ nature ſoeuer, ſhould at any 

time, oꝛ times, then after be bzought oz unpoꝛted into any ofour Realms 
2Y| 02 Dominions, oꝛ any Hauen, Poꝛt, oꝛ Creeke ofthe lame in any Shippe, 
Bottome, oz Ueſſell of oz belonging to the French King: o2 any his 

N Subiects, vntill Our pleaſure ſhould bee further publiſhed and made 
Daknowne to the contrary : voon ſuch paines and penalties as in and by 
. the ſaid PÞ:oclamation are contained and expꝛeſſed, as by the laid Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation, it do 1ay moꝛe at large appeare. 

Now leaſt there ſhould be any enaſion vſed,to fruſtrate the intention of the ſaid Pꝛotlamation, 
and of Par Royall pleaſure andconmaund thereby declared, oꝛ any ambfguity in the true vnder⸗ 
ſtanding thereok, Me doe hereby, by the like aduiſe of Our Pziny Countſell, will and command, 
and declare Pur Royall pleaſure to bee; That all goods and merchandize whatſoeuer, 
of what condition oꝛ nature ſoeuer, which at any time hereafter , (vutill Our will and plea⸗ 
Circ ſhall be publiſhed to the contrary) ſhall be found oꝛ taken in any Poꝛt, Hauen, oꝛ Creeke,o2 vp⸗ 
on the Sea oꝛ any Niuer, in any Shippe, Bottome, oꝛ veſſell; of oꝛ belonging to the French King 
oꝛ any of his Subiects directly. oꝛ indirectly, to whomſocuer the ſaide goods oz merthandtze doe 
oz ſhall belong, ſhall be foꝛfeited and confiſcated vnto Us: and as foꝛfeited and confiſcate, ſhall be 
ſciſed to Dur ble. 

Neuerthelelle, Our will and plealure is that if any ſuch Shippe, Bottome, oꝛ Ueſlell be taken 
oꝛ ſeiled as pꝛiʒe by any of Our Subiects, oz others by vertue of Letters of Marque, obtained 
from Us, oꝛ Our Admirall of England, that in ſuch caſes the goods and merchandye which ſhalbe 
found and taken in euery ſuch Shippe, Bottome, oz Ueſſell, (hall be of the lame condition to all 
intents, and purpoſes, and as lawfull pꝛize, as the Shippe,Bottome, oz Ueſleli in which theyare 
found and taken ought to be, as if this Pꝛotlamation, had not beene made; of which our Ropall 
pleaſure, all Pur Officers and louing Subiects, and all others whom it may, oz ſhall concerne, 
are to takenotice at their perills.
